We want to impress upon our resdtrs that we are the laat to be 
suspected wbeu the paper fails to come. We could certainly have 
no motive for cut ng it out unless the subscription price ia long 
over due, and even then we notify the aubacribei; aud besides every 
paper tells on its face when the subscription expires. That ia a warn- 
ing to every oue who takes the paper either to notify us to stop it or 
seud money order or check for renewal of the subscription. 

Most of those who think the fault ia oura attribute it to some 
oversight or some chance mistake in our office. That is perfectly 
natural, and we want to ahow jnat what posatbilily there ia or that. 
In the first place our subscription records are taken aud kepi in trip 
licate form, and in the second place our addressing is done by ma- 
chiuery. This cuts out almost entirely the possibility of mistake. 
In fact in the last six mouths we have mailed more than oue hundred 
and tweuty five thousand papers and in all that time we have disco v 
ered only one misplaced stencil or name. 

We do not tneau by this that we want our subscribers to stop 
notify lag ns when The Citizen fails to come. No, we want them to 
tell us every time aud we sbsll help in eveiy way we can. We are 
usually able to seud the missiug numbers, and shall gladly do so 
altbothe fault is not oura.
